APPROPRIATION BILL. 


About $20,000,000 Made Available for the 
Purpose of Building and Arming Ships— 
Details in Which the Senate Measure 
Differs from that of the House—Piumb 
Argues that to the Surplus in the Treas- 
ury Is Due the Willingness to Spend the 
Cash. a 

WaASsnINxorox, D. C., March 2.— The Senate 
today nad under consideration the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill. An amendment was insert- 
ed in the item for the Bureau of Steam En- 


gineerimg providing that no part of the ap- 


propriation shall be applied to the repair of 
engines and machinery of wooden ships 
where the stated cost of repairs shall exceed 
20 per cent of the cost of new engines and 


machinery of the same character and power. 


Under the head of “ increase of the navy” 
the committee recommends striking out the 
House provision for two swift double-bot- 
tomed steel cruisers and for four gunboats, 
all to cost, exclusive of armament, not more 
than $4,950,000, and the substitution of two 
new sections providing for six protected steel

President Cleveland Chagrined at the Ac- 
tion of Congress Because It Shows a 
Lack of Confidence in Himself—Admin- 
istration Democrats Lobbying for the 
Passage of the House Substitute—The 
Debate on the Question—A Broad 
Ground Taken—The Vote 140 to 134. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., March 2 [Special.] 
The Administration got a staggering blow to- 
day. The action of the House in accepting 
the Senate Fisheries Retaliation bill was so 
surprising that the President’s managers are 
not yet clear how it happened. It was be- 
lieved that the disagreement of the House

INDIANA LAWMAKERS. . 


The Governor in a Quandary About Sign- 
f ing a Bill—Other Matters. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 2.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Gray is “ina frame of mind,“ and the 
Republicans are enjoying the dilema in 
which he finds himself. The Soldiers’ Mgnu- 
ment bill passed the Senate first and reached 
the House, where it was passed some days 
subsequently. Under the usual rule the bill 
would have gone back to the Senate and be 
thence sent to the Governor for his action. 
But in the meantime the House had adopted 
its non-intercourse policy towards the other 
body, and after Speaker Sayre had signed 
the bill he turned it over to Col. Robertson, 
Who appended his signature as Lieutenant- 
Governor, and in that shape it found its 
to Gov. Gray’s table today. He

find out soon what disposition of the bill will 
be made. It has been signed by R. S. Rob- 
ertson as Lieutenant-Governor, but he does 


not claim that he is presiding officer of the 
It is inferred from the Governor’s 
remarks that he will not sign the bill. He 
will probably allow the bill to lie dormant, to 
become a law or not as it may be hereafter 
determined. If the Governor signs the bill 
or permits it to become a law it will be cited 


as a practical acknowledgment of the claim 
of Col. Robertson to the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernorship. If on the other hand 
the Governor in any way, by re- 
turn. it to the Senate for correction 
or otherwise, prevents the bill from 
becoming a law, the Republicans can say 
that he alone stood in the way of the con- 
struction of a soldiers’ monument, something 
that the entire soldier element of the State 
has without regard to party emphatically de- 
manded. A committee of the Grand Army 
have the bill in charge, and are now using 
their influence to secure Gov. Gray’s signa- 
ture to the bill. 

The impression prevails tonight that Gov. 
Gray will either send the. bill to the Senate 
for Green Smith’s signature, or secure from 
Smith a certificate to be attached to the bill 
that itis the one passed by the Senate, and 
then a ve it. 

The House this afternoon passed, under a 
suspension of the rules, a bill to provide for 
a non-partisan Board of Directors for the 
prisons, introduced by Gen. Grosse; also a 
series of labor bills introduced by Mr. Morse, 
Chairman of the Committee on Labor. The 
Civil-Service bill was also passed. 
The Senate passed the appropriation bills 
which originated with it. 

Six Men Asleep in Coffins. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., March 2.—[Special.]—The 
wake of Charies Murphy, a river man, last 
night was the occasion of a most ghastly exhi- 
bition of humor on the part of his friends. 


Murphy died in a hospital and the wake oc- 


curred in a livery stable. The mourners 
were chiefly rivér men, and the only consola- 
tion their —.— would brook was a continual 
sousing in beer. About 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing the mourners dwindled down to a half 
dozen and they became festive. There were 

ve other coffins in the stable, and they were 
pisced on the floor and.each man stretched 
in a coffin. As there were not 
enough coffins to go around the corpse was 
dumped out and in a sitting position in 
one corner of the room with a pitcher of 
beer near the hand. The live man then took 
possession of the coffin. All fell asleep and 
were discovered a few hours later by a hor- 
ror-stricken employé, who was under the im-

Mr. Hale (who has charge of the bill) 
stated that when the Ten Cruiser bill was up 
some — abe a similar provision had been 
adopted, after full discussion, on the motion 
of the Senator from Alabama — Morgan). 
He had believed then, and he believed now, 
that one or two of these vessels could be 
built, and built speedily, on the Pacific coast. 
The Committee on Appropriations had em- 
bodied those features in this amendment, 
taking a proportionate number (as the whole 
number had been cut down), and instead of 
giving two to the Pacific coast had given one 
und instead of giving three to the Gulf o 
Mexico had given two, leaving three to the 
Atlantic coast. 

Mr. Gray modified his motion so as to make 
the clause read that if it shall appear to the 
President that vessels cannot be constructed 
at a fair cost on the Pacific or gulf coast, he 
may consider and accept bids for building 
said vessels at other places (instead of sus- 
pending their construction until the further 
action of Congress). 

Mr. Maxey said that there should be at 
least one great navy-yard established on the 
gulf coast, where the best iron, steel, live 
oak, and long-leayed pine were at hand. The 
question was then taken on Mr. Gray's 
amendment as modified and it was rejected. 

Mr. Plumb moved to strike out the item of 
$6,000,000 for heavily armored vessels or bat- 
teries or rams for coast defenses. He argued 
that it was not sible to make armored

The cabin-boy of the Tally (named Barber, 
colored) performed heroic deeds in saving 
five lives, which he did by swimming ashore 
with those in tne water. .

W. T. Rembert threw one child into the 
water, her husband taking the other two, 
then she jumped. All but her husband were 
lost. Mrs. Jule Rembert was also on board, 
but was saved from drowning. She is at 
Demopolis, and is ina ous condition.

EARTHQUAKE ON LONG ISLAND.

New York, March 2.—An earthquake shock 
was felt on the south side ot Long Island 
about 4:30 o’clock this afternoon. Windows 
on Fire Island rattled, and the observatory 
was skaken, the vibrations lasting several 
seconds. Babylon and villages west to Jamai- 
ca report having felt the shock. 

At Far Rockaway about the middle of the 
afternoon a low, rumbling sound, followed 
by a distinct tremor of the earth which shook 
many buildings, was noticed, and at the time 


it Was supposed to be caused by the firing of 
heavy cannon at sea. 

In Babylon, L. I., the shock of the earth- 
quake was very perceptibly felt between 4:15 
and 4:30in the afternoon. Many buildings 
swayed slightly. Itis reported that some of 
the timbers in the Presbyterirn church 
steeple were displaced. Few persons, al- 
though many felt the shock, knew at the 
time that it was an earthquake. Since the 
fact become generally known alarm is ex- 
pressed. The shock lasted a few nds. 

No earthquake shock was felt in New York. 
In the office of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, where seismic disturbances. are 
most readily detected by the delicate instru- 
ments in use, no trace of a shaking was felt. 
The signal-service station on top of the 
Equitable Insurance Building had no infor- 
mation of the earthquake until the news was 
taken by inquirers. 

On Fire Island, at 4:13 p. m., several earth- 
quake shocks were felt, lasting four seconds, 
causing the marine observatory to tremble 
violently and windows to rattle. Keegan, on 
duty at the time, thinking it might be a 
signal of distress fired from a vessel, imme- 
diately began to search the ocean with a tele- 
scope, but failed to discover anything. The 
shock appeared to come from the ocean and 
puss off in a northwesterly direction. Keegan 
ascertained that the shock was also felt at 
Breslau, Merrick, Baldwins, Soutn Oyster 
Bay, on the south side of Long Island, be- 
tween Babylon and East New York.

BUYING CHICAGO GAS-WORKS, 


Philadelphia Capitalists Engaged in Buy- 
ing Stock of Various Companies. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 2.—[Special. |— 
A gigantic syndicate has been formed here 
for the purchase of the gas-works of Chi- 
cago. The syndicate congists of the United 
Gas Improvement Company and a number of 
prominent Philadelphia capitalists. It was 
learned tonight that the syndicate had suc- 
ceeded so far as to acquire a controlling in- 
terest inthe Chicago Gaslight & Coke Com- 
pany. This corporation has a capital stock 
of $5,000,000, and its output of gas exceeds 
that of the Philadelphia Gas-Works. The 
syndicate proposes, if possible, to capture 
three other gas companies—one. of which is 
the Consumers’. It is believed it is likely to 
change owners at an early day. 

The transaction was a stupendous one, 
and a gentleman familiar with the negotia- 
tions said tonight that over $10,000,000 is in- 
volved. Brokers in this city and Chicago 
have the matter in charge, and stock is being 
bought up at a lively rate. 

The United Gas Improvement Company is 
one of the most extensive organizations of 
its kind in the country. It already controis 
gas-works all over the United. States and 
possesses valuable patents. The President 
of the company is George Philler, who is 
also President of the First National Bank. 
The capital stock was originally $1,000,000, 
This was increased to $1,500,000 some time 

and very recently was increased to 
$33,000,000.

DISCUSSING THE TARIFF. 


A House Committee That Is Opposed to 
25 Protection. 6 
Waamxorox, D. C., March 2.—A report 
presented in the House today by Mr. 
Breckiuridge of Arkansas from the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means upon the bill for 
the relief of sufferers by fire at Eastport, 
Me., is a long document in which the tariff 
question is discussed. The bill permits the 
free entry of material to be used in rebuild- 
ing the burned portion of the town. The 
committee says, among other things, that 
American workmen are able to take care of 
themselves if permitted todo so. Their pro- 
tection is their own strength and ingenuity, 
and not a “protective” tariff. e tariff 
simply lessens the market for and 
the consumption of the products of their 
labor, and with these shackles off, given the 
free play of their ingenuity, intelligent use 
of machinery and power, and the complete 
use of their natural advantages, they would 
receive, what they do not, higher if not 
double the wages of the British workmen, 
just as in some of our States having, with 
commerce relatively unfettered, the enjoy- 
ment of their natural advan the 8 
are often one-third, one-half, and double 
those in less favorably-situated States. It is 
not the poorhouse or the pauper that im- 
perils the wages of a free people. It is their 
own restrictions which alone does or can 
bend them down. But nothing can 
be clearer than that our wage-workers 
are getting, and at all times have received, 
much less from “protection” than they 
could were commerce free to follow its 
natural bent.

Communists and Anarchists, can possibly ob- 


tain for them as much as they can command 
if free by reason of their energy, skill, and 

uctive power. If they do not rest upon 
the greal.law of supply and demand they 
must rest upon something worse, as they are 
now doing, or else do still worse than the 
mere cutting of their own throats, as those 
now do who help to enforce the so-called pro- 
tection—cut everybody else’s throat by rush- 
ing into anarchy. Not only is protection a 
great wrong to labor and to all those 
who consume the articles which are pro- 
tected, but its doctrines are dangerous, its 
real ethics are Communistic. It is very un- 
furtunate that a class of citizens should be 
especially interested in maintaining certain 
taxes upon their fellow-countrymen.

Special interests, greedy and 
clamorous, fill the halls of the Capitoi, crowd 
the committee-rooms, warp the legislation, 
and get that which they do not earn. The 
whole doctrine is immoral and unjust. The 
“ forms of law“ are all that give sanctity to 
their taxings. While law and order mu 
and undoubted will, be maintain 
until enligntened public sentiment works 
oe through legislation, yet these priv- 
ileges for the few are dangerous object les- 
sonsto the masses. Would that we could 
meet rioters, if meet them we must, not only 
with -the musket, but also with the proud 
statement that no man in America is a priv- 
ileged citizen. The sick and helpless we 
gladly care for; but the already all-too-pow- 
erful classes are the ones most richly and 
most tenderly endowed with tribute wrung 
from the people.

THE PRINTERS’ STRIKE. 


Milwaukee Papers Issue Half-Sheets—Gen- 
eral Labor Notes. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 2.—[Special.]—The 
strike inaugurated yesterday by the printers in 
the various English daily newspaper offices and 
several of the job-printing offices of the city con- 
tinues to be the all-interesting subject for dis- 
cussion. No attempt was made by the Zvening 
Wisconsin to present news matter in its issue this 
afternoon, a half-sheet being issued at the cus- 
tomary hour, containing an editorial announce- 
mentonthe existing condition of affairs. The 
Journal succeeded in getting together a force of 
men, including several from its editorial 
force and others from the country, 
making a very creditable issue considering 
the odds work against. The Sentinel will again 
issue a half-sheet in the morning, having a force 
of fifteen men at work tonight. Ten ot this 
number are members of the Printers’ Protective 
Fraternity, having arrived in the city from Cleve- 
land this afternoon. They claim that eighty 
members of their fraternity are now on the way 
here, and will tomorrow take the places of the 
striking unionists. It is understood that if these 
outsiders are put to work the pressmen will be 
called out, so that the issue of the contest will 
then be made that of all rats or all unionists," 
as the latter describe it. 

Two meetings of the typographical union 
were held today, and ateach the united expres- 
sion was made in favor of fighting to the last and 
accep no compromise. 
one of y’s meetings there was strong talk of 


ordering a boycott against the Journal in conse- 


quence of thatinstitution having put its reporters 
at work in the composing-room, it — argued 
that a boycott coul be m the 
more effective against the Journal be- 
cause of its circulation being largely among 
the working class. The cases of the strikers 
at the Journal office are ready for them when- 
ever they wish toreturn upon the publishers’ 
terms. The Wisconsin will not discharge men 
who now come to its fescue to make room for 
any man who went out in the strike. This morn-

was a non-unionist is wrong, he having been 
retained upon the membership roll as an honor- 
ary member. A circular letter, explaining the 
union’s position in engaging in this strike, was 
issued and circulated upon the streets this after- 
noon. The Cigarmakers’ Union has offered 
the strikers financial aid, and the 
Knights of Labor indorse the action of the Typo- 
graphical Union. At a meeting of Reliance As- 
sembly, Knights of Labor, nearly 600 members 
being present, it was decided not to purchase 
any of the English papers from whose offices the 
printers have gone out so long as the strike con- 
tinues. In order that the Zvening Wisconsin may 
be given a helping hand tomorrow a portion of 
the Protective 7 unters at the Sentinel office will 
work only uhtil midnight, it having been decided 
to divide the forces to the best advantage until 
enough outsiders can be obtained to supply the 
needs of all offices. The publishers are tonight 
in high spirits, asserting that beyond question 
the strikers are defeated, and that the English 
newspaper offices will be taken from the control 
of the union and turned over to the Protective 
Fraternity. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 2.—The Western Iron 
Association met in this city today and unani- 
mously decided to reaffirm the card rate.

AN Inis Patriot Deap.—John Walters, a 
survivor of the Irish rebellion of 1798, and the 
oldest resident of Detroit, died last evening 
while being carried in an ambulance from the 
son, Geo W. Walters, No. 208 
Woodbridge street, to St. Mary's Hospital.

Mr. Walters was born in County Monaghan, 
Ireland. He took an active part in nationai .af- 
fairs immediately preceding the Irish insurrec- 
tion in the closing years of the century, and when 
the rebellion was crushed he was obliged to flee 
the country, a reward of £20 having been offered 
for his head. With three companions he put to 
sea from Dundalk Bay in an open boat and, after 
drifting about for four days, was picked up a 
French vessel bound for America. The four pa- 
triots landed at Boston December, 17%. r. 
Walters subsequently settled in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, and engaged in farming. He was 
one of the contractors for the construction of the 
Pennsylvania Canal from Edston to Bristol, and 
accumulated a large property, most of which he 
lost in his old age. is wife died in 1858. Since 
1873 he lived in Detroit with his son. His facul- 
ties were wonderfully well preserved and he was 
able to read ordinary newspaper print without 
glasses. He was an inveterate smoker all his 
life and used liquor in moderate quantities.

MINNEAPOLIS MIILS.— The Northwestern Miller 
of Minneapolis will sayin its next issue: The 
flour output was light again last week, though 
heavier than the week before—84,040 barrels, av- 
eraging 14,007 barrels daily, against 72,375 barrels 
the preceding week, and 76.0 the corresponding 
time in 1886. Though the quite mild weather of 
the last few days days caused the snow to melt, 
the water-power continues ifadequate. Ten 
mills are in operation today, producing 13.000 
barrels daily, one-half by steam. The number of 
mills running by steam is four. One shut down 
Mondey.. One water-mill is idle today, but will 
be started tomorrow, adding 900 barrels to the 
output. The flour market continues dull and 
unsettled, though the prices are 10 to 15 cents 
lower than a week ago, not many orders being 
taken. The exports iast week were heavier, 
composed ima quite large proportion of patents, 
shipments of this grade abroad having shown in- 
crease forthe last two weeks. The direct ex- 
ports last week were 49,615 barrels; receipts of 
wheat, 502,320 bushels; shipments. 131,600 bush- 
els; flour. 89,165 barrels; millstuffs. 2,723 tons; 
in store here, 7,612,862 bushels; at Duluth, 10,376,- 
882: at St. Paul, 912,000. 


Drirts TWENTY-FIVE FEET DEEP.—Superin- 
tendent Cosgrove of the Winona & St. Peter 
Road states that between Mankato and Tracy 
the snow-drifts are in many cases six feet above 
the telegraph poles, and that the linemen have 
had to splice scantling to the tops of the poles to 
get the wires up where they could be used. He 
says many of the drifts are twenty-five feet deep 
and packed so hard that the company dares not 
attempt to send a snowplow through them. One 
thousand men are now at work shoveling snow 
between Mankato and Tracy, and the line will 
not be cleared for several days.

Mr. Raymond was elected Chairman of the 
meeting. and the Secretary, in tlie ab- 
sence of Mr. Scribner, then announced that 
he had a proxy from the Tenth Ward, given to 
Ald. S. P. Revere; also a communication from 
the Tenth Ward Republican Club indorsing Mr. 
Revere as the committeeman, and a resolution 
passed by a mass-meeting of Tenth-Ward Re- 
2 declaring in favor of Ald. Henry M. 

eal. The Revere proxy was dated Jun. 12, 1886. 

Ald, Deal arose at this juncture to explain 
matters, but Chairman Raymond would not let 
him talk, saying he was not a member of the 
committee. Some gentleman in the audience 
arose to voice the sentiments of a delegation 
of business-men on the subject. but the chair 
unceremoniousl squelched this proceeding. 
Then Col. A. N. Waterman and B. Quirk spoke 
against recognizing Kline's right to give a proxy. 

e had moved out of the ward and the proxy 
was irregular. Unless Kline then had the right 
to come in and sit as a member of the committee 
from the Tenth Ward he had no right to 
give a proxy to any one. E. Kent 
wanted the committee to recognize Revere 
as a member. Several others spoke for and 
against Revere,and J. W. Fernaid asked that 
neither Revere nor Deal be recognized, and 
moved that B. F. Wriggleson be seated as com- 
mitteeman from that ward. W. E. Kent moved 
as a substitute that J. H. Burke be the man, and 
Mr. Fernald withdrew his motion. Burke was 
elected, and it was men discovered that he was 
out of town, and the chair said they would get 
along without the Tenth Ward for the present. 

Mr. Mamer said he had talked to a good many 
Republicans about the time for holding the con- 
vention and found a great difference of opinion. 
He thought there was no necessity for an early 
convention; that a Campaign Committee could be 
appointed and all the preliminary work done just 
as well without candidates as with them. 

Col. Waterman moved to call an early conven- 
tion. He thought that the Bue? suggested by 
Mr. Mamer was suicidal. To withhold the can- 
didates and appoint a committee on political ac- 
tion would look like the party was going to 
spring some shaky candidates. The Republican 
party had the courage of its convictions, and it 
was going to nominate men whose character 
would stand investigation, and who would grow 
stronger the longer they were before the people. 
He suggested that the primaries be held March 
1} and the convention the next day. 

Mr. Mitchell suggested March 15, and Mr. 
Raymond said that the chief work of the Cam- 
paign Committee would be to secure a complete 
registration of the Republican voters, and he did 
not think this could be done if the convention 
was held on or before March 15, which was the 
last day of registration. 

Everybody agreed with Mr. Raymond, cand it 
was decided to hold the primaries March 18 under 
the Crawford law, and the convention the 19th. 

J. W. Fernald said the present system of rep- 
regentation in the convention was: manifestly 
unfair, and he moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three, to report to the Central Com- 
mittee a new apportionment, based on the vote 
cast for State Treasurer last fall. 

Mr. Nickerson moved asa substitute that the 
apportionment be based upon the Presidential 
vote. 

Thore was a good deal of discussion on this 
question. Mr. Mamer favored the substityte, be- 
cause there wusn’t half a vote for State Treas- 
urer, and consequentiy some wards must 
suffer. Mr. Williams thought the Pres- 
idential vote the proper basis. If 
the mugwumps had decreas the Presidential 
vote, they ought to suffer. W. E. Kent said that 
his ward (the Fifth) had a large Republican vote 
that went to the Labor party ras given which 


could be reclaimed if the ward was given proper 
representation in the convention: e ward was 
entitled to twenty-two votes, and must have 
them. Mr. Hull thought the present status of 
the party in each ward ought to govern the 2 
resentation in the convention. The party could 
now elect city officers, and the wards that were to 
furnish the votes to elect them ought to have 
some chance in making the nominations, The 
substitute, making the Presidential vote the 
basis of representation, was then carried by a 
vote of 9 to 7, and the committee adjourned uatil 
next Wednesday afternoon. 

The controversy in the committee meeting as 
to who should be the committeeman from the 
Tenth Ward was the result of the antipathy of 
Ald. Deal to John M. Smyth and Ald. Revere. 
Last fall Deal secured the place on the County 
Central Committee held by Revere, and Revere 
laid his plans to capture the City Central Com- 
mitteemanship, and in this, it is olaimed by his 
friends, he was successful, since J. H. Burke, the 
man who was selected, is the choice of Ald. 
Revere. The latter is claimed to be favorable to 
the candidacy of John M. Smyth for Mayor, 
while Deal is in favor of anybody but Smyth. 
Revere men say that if John M. Smyth is a candi- 
date for Mayor he can have a Tenth Ward dele- 
gation in the convention. It is believed, how- 
ever, that Blake is the man Burke favors.

Two Desperate Prize-Fights in Boston—The 
College League. 

Boston, Mass., March 2.—[Special.]|—The most 
desperate glove fight which has occurred in this 
city in many years took piace at a South End 
hall tonight. There were just fifteen men pres- 
ent,and they are well known throughout the 
country. Two are prominent theatrical man- 
agers and the others are all identified with art, 
literature, or the drama. They subscribed just 
$20 each to witness two glove fights. The gentle- 
men were all to ajtend the Lannon-Kilrain fight, 
but, owing to the tardiness of the principals 
in this affair, it was thought best to arrange 
a fight which should be private The 
first contest was between Patsy O'Hara, a fa- 
mous Boston middleweight, and Dick Robinson 
of Lowell. In the first round O'Hara was knocked 
down twice, and in the second his opponent had 
a terribie gash cut in his head by striking against 
astuke. The men fought hammer and tongs for 
two rounds longer. when Robinson struck O'Hara 
a heavy stomach blow which knocked him to the 
floor. He was picked up insensible by his second 
and removed to his corner. He remained in a 
helpless condition for nearly half an hour. The 
winner was given $100 and the loser 2286. 

The fight of the evening was between Jack 
Loring of Boston and Patsy Gallagher of En- 
gland. Both are heavyweights and they were in 
perfect condition. They entered the ring about 
10 o'clock, . accom ied by their seconds. Tom 
Roust, a South Boston sporting man, was referee. 
The moment time was called the men went at 
each other like wild beasts. Blow after blow 
rained upon their heads and shoulders, and at 
the end of the first round the upper portions of 
the bodies of both were covered with blood. 
Loring had a bad-looking eye, and two of his tecth 
had been knocked out. Inthe second round 
2 struck Gallagher a savage blow on the 
side of the head. felling him to the floor. He was 
on his feet, however, before the twelve seconds 
had expirec, and continued the fight in terrible 
earnest. A rapid exchange of blows closed the 
round, and at its expiration the small two-ounce 
gloves were covered with blood. The third round 
was the most brutal of all. The men were both 
exhausted, but they stuck grimly to their work: 
The fourth and concluding round was character- 
ized with sharp, close fighting, and near the close 
Loring struck Gallagher a desperate blow under 
the ear, and Gallagher was knocked out. The 
purse was givento Loring. Another fight toa 
tinish for a purse of $500 will be the result of this 
one.

ASSESSMENT OF RAILROAD PROPERTY. 

It has been clearly shown im the revenue 
reports that railroad property is greatly un- 
dervalued by the State Board of Eaualization 
for tax purposes, as compared with every 
other class of property in the State. The 
facts are too plain to be controverted. 

A correspondent whe seems to be pro- 
foundly impressed with this injustice in- 
quires why it would not be a good plan to 
assess railroad property in the same way as 
other property. He thinks that the inequal- 
ity ‘complained of finds its explanation in the 


n 


of the local assessors. If,“ he writes, the 
“assessors elected by the several towns 
“could get at the railroads they would bring 
“them to time. No assessor with any regard 
* for his reputation or political prospects could 
“ afford to show partiality to railroads. That 
“being so, why not give them the chance!“ 

This is a natural question, and has proba- 
bly arisen ina good many minds. A little 
reflection, however, must convince any ra- 
tional person that such an assessment would 
be utterly impracticable. 

There àre, roughly speaking, 1,500 assessors 
in Illinois. Cook County alone has over thirty. 
If the assessment was made by county asses- 
sors there would still be over 100 district and 
independent assessments made. Some lines of 
road traverse a score of counties. How willa 
local assessor get at the value of the railroad 


property in his town or county? The buildings 


and office furniture could be easily valued, 
but how about road-peds and rolling stock? 
The track land does not belong to the company 
in fee simple, and even if it did its value as 
land, with the value of the ties and rails 
thrown in, would be a mere bagatelle as 
compared with the actual value f the road 
asawhole. Ifaman owns land or chattels 
in different assessment districts each can be 
sold if necessary to meet the tax lien, but not 
so with railroad property. A section of track 
is absolutely worthless taken alone. The 
value is proportionate primarily to the cost, 
and ultimately to the revenue derivable from 
operating the line. Itis only by taking into 
account one or both factors of the problem 
that any idea of the actual value of the prop- 
erty can be arrived at. If the line has just 
been completed the cost would be a fair meas- 
ure of value; but after the road has been in 
operation long enough to test its earning 
powers the receipts must be the measure 
of value. Suppose a line to have been built 
which begins and ends in the wilderness, 
then going through a barren waste. It would 
be worth nothing, except the value of its ties, 
rails, and rolling stock, and no sane man 
would bid it in if sold for taxes at any higher 
figure than such value. From the nature of the 
case a local assessor could not take into ac- 
count the difference between such aline and 


earn 8 per cent on all its stock and bonds, 
“ water” and all. There is no overcoming 
this fatal objection to confining railway 
valuations to local assessors. In the case of 
rolling stock the difficulty would be still 
greater. Imagine a town assessor trying to 
fix upon the value of the cars in his town on 
a given day, or a town collector trying to 
make a levy on those cars for the tax thus 
assessed! The idea is too absurd to be dis- 
cussed. It is as impracticable as a bridge 
across the Atlantic. 

The framers of .the Constitutions of 1848 
and 1870 alike appreciated the impractica- 
bility of adopting the same method of assess- 
ment for all property. Uniformity in valua- 


it comes to the Way to get at values they left 
that entirely to the General Assembly. Hav- 
ing required uniformity as between the own- 


ers of property in proportion to values, both 
Constitutions add: Such value to be ascer- 
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“taine® by some person of persons to Bé 
“elected or appointed in such manner at the

tion of the sheer impossibility of getting at 
the value of all property in the same manner. 
It could no more be done than could ali sums 
in arithmetic be worked out by the rule of 
three. 

If there is any other manner of getting at 
the value of railroad property except by gross 
receipts we are at a loss to conceive it. In 
some cases market quotations may be relied 
upon, but the shares of a good many of the 
fifty-three railroad companies owning prop- 
erty in HWiinois are not quoted at all, and 
there is so much “water” in the stock and 
bonds that nominal value is a very different 
thing from actual. But whatever may be 
said for of against different systems of rail- 
road taxation it must be admitted, first, that 


valuation by local assessors would be the 


worst possible—more objectionable even than 
the method now in vogué—and, second, that 
under the Constitution the General Assem- 
bly has plenary power to prescribe the man- 
ner of ascertaining the taxable value of all 
kinds of property, Tailway included.

STATE TRAFFIC NOT Boro. 

Much apprehension exists regarding the 
supposed bearing of the Inter-State Com- 
merce act on transportation services per- 
formed inside a State. It is arguea that 
where a railroad is engaged in both State 
and inter-State traffic the power of Congress 
extends over all its business, and transporta- 
tion inside the State must be subject to the 
same rules governing that which crosses th 
border and passes into other States. . On t 
contrary, the Inter-State Commerce ‘Act de- 
clares as follows in the first section: 


That the provisions of this act shall not —— 
to the transportation of passengers or propert 
or to the receiving, delivering, storage, or hand- 
ling of property wholly within one State and not 
ship to or from a foreign country, from or to 
any State or Territory. 


Discussion of the power of Congress over 
the domestic commerce of the States is not 
at all in point, since no attempt has been made 
to exercise such control and the Inter-State 
Commerce act expressly disclaims any such 
purpose. So far as concerns the transporta- 
tion of passengers on passes or at reduced 
rates between points inside a State the rail- 
roads are responsible only to the laws of the 
State, and the same rule will prevail in re- 


gard to the carriage of freight where the 


service is begun and completed without cross- 
ing a State line. This State has already 
established a law for the regulation of domes- 
tic transportation, which “meludes the anti- 
discrimination, long and short haul features, 
and other principal provisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce act, except that which for- 
bids the carriage of passengers on passes. 
Until the Legislature acts the railroads can 
continue to carry passengers free between 
points in Illinois, but they are responsible 
under the State statute for extortionate 
freight charges or unjust discrimination on 
long and short hauls begun and ended inside 
the State. 

Nor is the non-applieation of the National 
law to transportation inside a State a source 
of fatal weakness which will make it easy to 
evade the requirements of the act in regard to. 
inter-State commerce. A correspondent writ- 
ing to Tit TRIBUNE supposes a case of two 
shipments from Chicago to Kansas City over 
the Rock Island Road and asks whether 
one could be carried free as far as 
Rock Island and the other charged for 
the entire distance. Any such discrimina- 
tion would be a plain, uumistakable viola- 
tion of the Inter-State Commerce act, for the 
reason that both the shipments would belong 
to the inter-State classification from the mo- 
ment they left the depot n Chicago. The de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court are perfectly 
clear on this question. The power to regu- 
late commerce,” said Justice Miller, in the 
Holliday case, does not stop at the juris- 
„ dietional limits of the several States, but 
“must be exercised wherever the subject 
exists. In a later case the Supreme Court 
said: “Commerce among the States does not 
“stop at a State line. Wherever commerce 
“among the States goes the power of the 
Nation goes with it to protect and enforce 
“its rights.“ Accordingly, whenever the 
shipment is from one State to another the 
transportation is governed by the Inter-State 


Commerce act from the time of leaving the 


point of departure until the piace of destina- 
tion‘is reached. The act carefully guards 
against evasions by declaring that no break 
of bulk, stoppage, or detention, unless neces- 
sary ahd made in good faith, “shall prevent 


| “the carriage of freights from being and be- 


‘ing treated as one continuous carriage from 
the place of shipment to the place of destina- 
te tion.“ Schemes to break up traffic, rebill, or 
reship when State lines are reached would 
be in plain violation of law, and such acts 
would be punishable with heavy fines. 
Whether a particular shipment was in reality 
inter-State or domestic would depend on the 
facts of the case. If the transportation was 
performed and completed inside a State the 
National law would have no application, but 
if it were in fact an inter-State shipment ao 
shift or evasion would prevent it being so 
treated. 


PATERNALISM AND ILLINOIS COAL. 

If the General Assembly of Illinois takes 
the advice of the Central Labor Union it will 
attempt to protect the people from coal mo- 
nopolies by organizing one gigantic monop- 
Oly. Divested of verbiage the bill provides 
that the State itself shall own and operate all 
the coal mines within its borders. To render 
such protection effective it would be nec- 


essary to shut dut the coal from other States, 


and this could not pe done. The National 
Constitution guarantees free trade between 
the States. Evidently our constitutional 


‘fathers were not equal to the task of fore- 


casting such a reform“ as the walking del- 
egates advocate. Yet there is no element of 
novelty init all: Scattered all through the 
ages we find practical examples of the work- 
ings of government monopoly in the neces- 
saries of Efe. Will some member of the 
Labor Union be so kind as to point out at least 
one instance in which the evil of monopolies 
was overcome or abated by concentration in 
one government monopoly! 

If coal mines should be worked by the 
State on political principles and the Com- 
munistic plan, then our fields should be cul- 
tivated in the same way, manufactories run 
on that basis, and the general range of prac- 
tical affairs be fitted to the grooveof all 
thingsin common. The logic of the doctrine 
is for the people to fold their hands and let 
the State do all the work. The principle of 
paternalism finds full development in Russia, 
where the Government is everything, the in- 
dividual nothing. That country exhibits the 
natural tendency and effect of this policy. 
Competition and individualism gone, industry 
languishes and enterprise is dormant. The 
people themselves are crushed into an indis- 
tinguishable jelly of humanity—mere pulp— 
except the few irrepressible souls who prefer 
nothing, or Nihilism, to the prevailing Com- 
munism. . Under the pretense of progress the 
proposition is to retrogress to barbarism 
in one. of its most distinctive forms. Not 
that the leaders in this third party movement 
have any clear idea of what they are doing 
in treading the beaten path of paternalism, 
but the fundamental identity of the old prac- 
tice aud the new demand is none the less in- 
disputable. 

It may be said that there is no danger that 
Illinois coal-fields will become Russian Com- 
munes.

ENGLEHARDT’S MISCONDUCT. 

Steps should at once be taken to punish 
Justice Englehardt for performing the Spies 
Van Zandt proxy wedding ceremony in vio- 
lation of law and for attempting to falsify 


the public records by making a return of the 
bogus marriage to the County Clerk. There 


may be a doubt whether Euglehardt can be 


removed from office for this offense, but the 


law seems to be sufficiently explicit to war- 
rant the punishment of his criménal miscon- 


duct by finé and imprisonment. —

must be prosectited by the State’s Attorney: 

Englehardat, however, is not a Chicago Jus- 
tice, and he must be proceeded against under 
the general statute, which declares that any 
State, county, or municipal officer who shall 
be guilty of any willful and corrupt oppres- 
sion, malfeasance, or partiality, where no spe- 
cial provision shall have been made for the 
punishment thereof, shall be fined not exceed- 
ing $10,000, and may be removed from his 
office, trust, or employment.” It would seem 
that acts which are punished with fine and 
imprisonment when committed by a private 
person will constitute malfeasance ”’ when 
perpetrated by a public officer and will make 


him fully amenable to the statute cited above. 


If, however, it is claimed that Englehardt’s 
flagrant. offenses against law and decency 
belong to the class where “special provision 
has been made for the punishment thereof.“ 
there will still remain ample authority to 
make a needed example of this Justice of the 
Peace who has done so much to degrade the 
legal character of the marriage relation. 
The Criminal Code declares (Chap. 38, Sec. 
148) : 


Any person who shall celebrate any marriage 
when not authorized by the law of this State to 
celebrate marriages shall be fined in any sum 
not exceeding $500 and imprisonment for a period 
of not less than one day and not exceeding two 
years. 


In the Spies-Van Zandt case Englehardt 
was not authorized to celebrate a marriage, 
because one of the contracting parties was 
not present, and marriage by proxy is wholly 
unknown to the laws of this State. His 
offense is actually worse in character and de- 
serving of greater punishment than if the 
pretended ceremony had been performed by a 
person not authorized to celebrate marriages 
under any circumstances. But when Engie- 
hardt went further and ventured to make a 
false return of the marriage to the County 
Clerk he made himself answerable under the 
following provision of law (Criminal Code, 
Chap. 38, Sec. 151): 

Every person who shall falsely mak e. alter, 
forge, or 1 Beton, any record or other au then- 
tic matter of ublic nature . . Shall be 
deemed guilty of orgery and shall be imprisoned 


in the penitentiary not less than one nor more 
than fou n years. 


A marriage certificate is a record of high 
character, since under the laws of [Illinois it 
is made evidence in court of the fact of the 
marriagé as stated. Such is the character of 
the public fecord which Engiehardt has at- 
tempted to “faleely make and forge.” To 
tolerate Englehardt’s o us Misconduct 


would be putting a premium on fraud, scandal, 


and indecency in the celebration of mar- 
riages. If fraud can attend the final steps 
of the transaction it might accompany the 
first, and a marriage celebrated on a bogus 
proxy could be proved in court by a false cer- 
taficate and one forgery be thus made to 
ratify another. The practice Englehardt is 
attempting to introduce would be intolerable 
and he ought to be severely rebuked and pun- 
ished for abusing his authority as a public 
officer. If there is a doubt whether he can 
be adequately punished under the existing 
law the statutes should be amended forth- 
with so as to effectually prevent such in- 
decent official conduct hereafter. 
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BRITISH BOODLERS. 

To judge from the homilies of the British 
newspapers whenever official rascality is ex- 
posed in America and American public 
plunderers are sent to jail, one might suppose 
that Britain is entirely free from public 
peculation, and that all the officials of that 
country are paragons of rectitude, virtue, 
and honor. Occasionally of late years, 
through the iconoclastic radicalism of a 
couple of London editors, Mr. Labouchére 
and Mr. Stead principally, it has been shown 
that the British official very frequently has 
an itching palm and that he has had it occa- 
sionally greased. The “respectable” jour- 
nals, however, have ignored the exposures 
of the Pali Mall Gazette and Truth, and noth: 
ing has come of them. Only a few months 
ago Lord Randolph Churchill seandalized all 
respectable English Tories and Whigs by re- 
ferring to the exaction of coal dues by the 
London city fathers, which added 36 cents 
per ton to the price of the poor Londoner’s 
fuel. Later on Mr. Labouchére called atten- 
tion to the gormandizing and gorging of the 
Aldermen and Vestrymen of the British 
metropolis at the expense of the charities 
confided to their care; and now comes Mr. 
Howell, a radical workingman membér of 
Parliament, who charges that the London 
Aldermen have spent $100,000 of public 
money in the effort to defeat the London 
Reform bill drafted by Prof. Bryce and Prof. 
Thorold Rogers two years ago. It is said 
there is abundant evidence to sustain Mr. 
Howell’s charges. 

It is a pity, however, that the investigation 
is to be limited tothem. It would be inter- 
esting to know, for instance, what has been 
done with the coal dues; whether it is true, 
as stated by the Pall Mall Gazette, that the 
borough magistrates have been frequently 
bribed; whether it is impossible to get plans 
or documents through certain public bodies 
[the London Council and Vestries] without 
the way is made smooth by wholesale 


bribery ”; or whether the vestries are nearly 


all dominated by the city contractors. All 
this would be entertaining, but all the facts 
will hardiy be brought to light. 

Nor is the corruption confined to London. 
It was developed during a libel suit at Man- 
chester a few weeks ago that some British 
public officials closely follow the methods of 
our County Commissioners. It was proved, 
for instance, that a Mr. Ellis Lever, the man- 
ager of the Salford Corporation Gas Works, 
received bribes from the contractors who 
furnished coal. The manner in which this 
was done will appear strangely familiar to 
those who have followed the developments 
of our own boodle Commissioners’ rascality. 
“The evidence,” says an English paper, 
“was to the effect that the contractors were 
to put one shilling and sixpence per ton on 
their prices of coal, one shilling being for the 
manager aad sixpence for the agent.” It 
was also sworn by the colliery-owner that 
“he could not get into some of the gas-works 
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evidence that can be given at the trial of our 


boodlers. 
The only difference between the American 


and British boodler to be that the 


Britisher is 8 low-vriced fellow. Our bood- 


lers come rather high. There is another im- 
portant differenes that ought to be noted in 
this connection. The pub press of Amer- 
ica, instead of glossing over official rascality 
and suppressing damaging facts against pub- 
lic servants, readily exposes all wrong-doing 
and persisténtly advocates.the prosecution of 
the thieves; This leads to fhe conclusion in 
the mina of the average Britisher that our 
municipal affairs are hopelesly corrupt and 
our public officials nearly all thieves, and he 
blesses his staré that old England is free 
from stich thoral iniquities. A little closer ex- 
amination will probably convince him that 
boodlers in his.own country are more numer- 
ous than they are heré on account of the im- 
munity Which they have enjoved and the ac- 
quiescenee of the “respectable”’ press in 
their wrong-doing. 
THE BUTTERWORTH RECIPROCITY BILL. 
Tur Tripune has already made reference 
to the bill which Mr. Butterworth has mtro- 
duced in the House, providing for complete 
reciprocity with Canada, and the comments 
made upon it by the Tory organ, the Toronto 
Mail, which advances considerably more than 
half-way towards a favorable reception of its 


provisions and acknowledges that it would<)} 


be of material benefit te Canada, and that 
only those would oppose it who hold their 
sentimental attachment to the mother coun- 
try as of more importance than the prosperity 
of their own. Now comes the Toronto Globe, 
the Radical organ, and acknowledges, with- 
out quibble or reservation, that if the 
‘* United States Government will propose the 
„Butterworth bill as a final, permanent set- 
“tlement with Canada this people will cer- 
“tainly accept it, and Great Britam will, we 
“are sure, be very glad to further so happy 
“a conclusion of its international difficul- 
„ties.“ Carrying its comments a little fur- 
ther towards the final outcome of complete 
reciprocity, the Globe says: 

Canada’s material interests and political sta- 
bility would both be well served by a reciprocity 
treaty. The more articles included in a reciproc- 
ity treaty and the longer its term, the better 1 
would be for both counties. Complete and 
ee ee y would put an end to éve ote 
difficulty with our neighbors and to most of the 
* 1 that tend to disrupt the Confederation. 

So far are we from beliéving political union to 
he involved in commercial union that we believe 
the only strong tendency to political union comes 
from the lack of cOmplete reciprocity of trade. 
That would secure peace between the two coun- 
tries, and neither Tale te pot could have any- 
thing more to litical union. The 
United States ple shin their political insti- 
tutions better than ours, and we think ours bet- 
ter than theirs. Oanadians under complete and 
permanent reciprocity would have no reason to 
wish for annexation, for they would have every 
material benefit which annexation could give 
— and have their own institutions into the 

argain. 


While there is no désine on the part of the 
American people to precipitate or even to ex- 


pedite the inevitable outcome of annexation 


which must some time follow a commercial 
union, it is just possible the Globe has not con- 
sidered one or-two things which would hap- 
pen were complete reciprocity to be estab- 
lished. In that case there would have to be 
a uniform tariff in the two countries against 
other nations, Ragland included. This would 
reduce the union between Canada and the 
mother country down to the thinnest thread 


of sentimentalism. The free trade between 


us would bring Canadians over here and send 
Americans over there in large numbers look- 
ing after their increased interests. The in- 
tercourse of the two peoples would become 
correspondingly intimate and their interests 
would become closely interwoven. Under 
such circumstances how long would it 
be before the Canadians would become 
anxious to have seme representatives in 
Washington so that they might have 
a voice in raising or lowering the 
tariffet Another thing, perhaps, the Globe 
has not considered. Canada, with a popula 
tion hardly larger than that of Illinois, 
spread over an area from the Atiantic to the 
Pacific, has a debt of $250,000,000, continually 
increasing and with very tittle to show for 


it, while our debt is rapidly disappearing. . 


Will it not be a temptation, when the time 
comes, to get rid of that debt and let the tail 
go with the hide? With all the trade bar- 
riers torn down and intercourse between the 
two countries as free as it is now between 
our own States, and with familiar and con- 
tinuous intermingling of the two peoples, 
whose business and commercial interests 
will be identical, does not the Globe see that 
the sentimental tie will be weakened and 
finally broken by the natural fitness of things 
and tho laws of national gravitation? But 
this is neither here nor there, perhaps. An- 
nexation will take care of itself. Reciproci- 
ty, free and absolute, is what is needed, and 
if the Washington statesmen are wise the 
next Congress will make the offer. If the 
Canadians are wise they. will accept it. 


PACKING STATISTICS. 

The wintef packing of Chicago for a year 
ago aggregated about 2,398,000 hogs, with an 
average weight of 2364¢ pounds. The work 
of the last four months included about 1, 600, 
000 ‘hogs, with an average weight of 231 
pounds. The product of the last two num- 
bers is only 69 per cent that of the former. 
In other words, there is a loss of 31 per cent 
for the winter just closed as compared with 
the work of the winter which ended twelve 
months ago. The difference is equal to about 
741,800 hogs of the previvis season, or in 
round numbers three-quarters of a million. 
This tremendous decrease is, however, ex- 
ceptional with Chicago. The packing at ail 
other points in the West will show an in- 
crease of about one-third as much as we have 
lost. But even with that allowance the pro- 
duction has been diminished something like 
20 per cent for the whole West. This is a 
very great falling off, and it is no wonder that 
the discovery of the fact has caused great 
excitement in speculative circles. 

The situation seems to include much more 
than the decrease of . one-fifth in production 
for the four months. It is estimated that the 
packing of the coming summer will show a 
still larger falling off, as, in the language of 
the trade, the hogs are not in the country.” 
We have previously called attention to the 
price changes on product in this market 
which have resulted from a conviction that 
the footings for the season would be not far 
from exhibiting the differences noted above. 
The rise is greatest in the article of barreled 
pork. That advanced more than 50 per cent: 
during last month, while meats have sold 
higher in nearly the same proportion, and 
lard has “hung fire,” the trade being afraid 
that any shortage in the latter may be com- 
pensated by a freer use of cotton-seed oil in 
what is still called the lard-tank. The price 
of pork has really been rushed up so fast 
that some of those supposed to be the great- 
est sufferers called yesterday on the direct- 
ors of the Board of Trade for protection in 
the shape of a figure to be named as a fair 
one to be used as a standard in calling for 
margins. The result is that $15 has been 
fixed upon as the value for that purpose in- 
stead of the $19.50 which is the highest point 
at which pork soid yesterday for delivery in 
this market next May. The decision is about 
tantamount to a declaration that one-half of 
the advance is warranted by the facts in the 
case, while the other half is simply due to a 
speculative excitement and may be expected 
to disappear when the furor has cooled 
down. :

The Star of Bethlehem. 

he New York Herald has recently devoted a 
considerable portion of its space to the so-called 
„Star of Bethlehem,“ and its descriptions have 
been copied into other papers far and wide. The 
special stimulus for the effort is the expectation 
by some people that the star which burst upon 
the vision of Tycho Brahe Nov. 11, 1573, will re- 
appear in 1887, its period as a variable being as- 
sumed to be 315 years. The prediction is based 
upon the recorded occurrence of similar phénom- 
ena in the years 1264 and 945. As these three 
dates are separated by intervals of 308 and 319 
years, and us three previous appearances at gor- 
responding intervals would carry us back to the 
beginning of the Christian era, some would-ve 
wise man has jumped to the conclusion that this 
star is the one which appeared at the birth of 
Christ. The hint has been so extensively ar- 
cepted that a great many people are on the qui 
vive for u sight of the stranger and seem to await 
it with confidence that there can ee no mistako 
in regard to it. 

A little closer acquaintance with the facts will 
suffice to show that the whole thing is a blunder— 
at least in so far 4s identity may be claimed for 
the star seen by Tycho with that reported by 
Matthew to have gone before the wise men of the 
Bast in their search for the infant Savior. The 
language of the Gospel is that the star went till 
it stood over where the young child was.“ 
That means that the star must have been very 
near the vertical when it passed the meridian 
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north declination and could never appfoach the 
point overhéad at Bethlehem so nearly as the 
midsummer sun comes to our zenith. It is evi- 
dent that such a star could hot fulfill the condi- 
tions laid down in the Gospel, and a reappear- 
ance in the latter part of the nineteenth century 
could not be properly regarded as forming a con- 
necting link between us and the scenes enacted 
near Jerusalem 1,891 years ago. 

There is really no proof of identity between the 
stat seen by Tycho and those strangers which 
blazed out in earlier years. The positions of 
none of them except the last were noted pre- 
cisely enough to enable the astronomer to draw 
a connecting line between them. But it is not 
beyond the range of possibility that a variable 
star should exist with such a long period, though 
it is difficult to do more than guess at the eon- 
ditions that would cause 4 star to blaze up at

CITIES THAT WANT THE AGRICULTUR- 
AL SOCIETY'S EXHIBITION. 


Speeches Made in Favor of the Claims of 


Chicago, Peoria, Springfield, and Other 
Cities—The Question of the Authority 
of the Legislature to Interfere in the 
Premises Raised by a Cook County 
Member—Duplicity of Citizens of the 
Capital City—Legislative Proceedings. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., March 2.—[Special.]—The 
fight over the permanent location of the State 
Fair was waged all day in the House, and 
night closed with the question still unsettled. 
It was a great day for the Springfield lob- 
byists. They filled the galleries, aisles, and 
floor, pounded their hands until they were 
sore over the points made in favor of Spring- 


field, and made themselves very prominent 


generally. The ladies’ galleries were filled 


with Springfield women, who smiled approv- 
ingly when the Capital City was praised. In 


fact, Springfield did as she always does when 
she wants anything—made a big pull for it. 


The battle was opened by Mr. Miller, who 
moved that the House go in Committee of 


the Whole for the consideration of the ques- 


tion of locating the State Fair. This is 
the first time such a motion has 


been made in the Illinois House in 
recent years, but, since 185 was a contest 
o fair, that was 


between various places for

DRAINAGE OF CHICAGO. 


An Engineer Before a Committee to Ex- 
plain the Latest Plans. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., March 2.—[{Special.]— 


‘The Joint Committee of the Senate and 


House appointed to investigate the effect of 
the proposed drainage system for Chicago on 
counties further south was held at 8 o’clock 
tonight. Mr. Sawyer of La Salle was elected 
Chairman. H. B. Hurd of Chicago, acting as 
an attorney, examined Rudolph Hering, the 
engineer of the Chicago Drainage and 
Water Commission. In answer to ques- 
tions Mr. Hering explained the general 
plan of the proposed drainage system, 
giving the directions to be traveled and 
illustrating it by pointing out the course on 
a mab. He said the purpose of the Ogden 
Ditch was to drain the low lands east of Sum- 
mit into the Chicago River, taking away some 
of the water that would otherwise flow into 
the Desplaines River. He said it was pro- 
posed to dig a ditch from the Chicago River 
to Joliet which would have sufficient capacity 
to carry off the diluted sewerage of Chi 

and also thus drain the flood waters of 
square miles of territory in and around 


the city. This channel would have a capacity 
for 10,000 cubic feet per second. It would be 4 


200 feet wide, and have adepth of eighteen 
feet, giving acurrent of two miles per hour. 
The dilution would be about 18,000 cubic 
feet of water per minutetoevery 100,000 in- 
habitants. This would vent its becoming 
offensive. He then explained that this made 
it necessary to dispose of the flood-waters of 
the Desplaines by sending them out into the 
lake by a cut-off, because if that were not 
done these waters would all rush down 
the proposed new channel. The disposal of 
the flood-waters in this way was much 
cheaper than to provide capacity for the flood- 
waters through the channel, and thus the 
channel to Joliet would be relieved of the 
waters of 500 square miles of territory which 
it now has to carry off. The effect of this 
cut-off would be that no greater amount of 
water would be carried through the channel, 
even with the dilution of the sewage, than 
now flows through, thus showi that there 
would be no danger of overflow to the 
lands below Chicago. Mr. Hering said the 
channel would not interfere with the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal and would also be of suf- 
ficient width and depth to be suitable for 
navigable purposes. In reply to questions by 
Mr. Reiley of Will and Senator Rinehart, 
Mr. Hering showed how the current would 
be so controlled by a dam at Lockport that it 
would not endanger the country to overflow. 
It was also shown for Mr. Rinehart’s benefit 
that provision would be made for paying 
damages to lands injured and an amendment 
for that purpose would be added to the bill.

Senator Bacon of 
Will moved that the bill be reported back 
with the recommendation that it pass after 
Wing to the propriations Committee, 
which, after some discussion, was adopted by 
a vote of 9to7. Senators Leman and South- 
worth were excused, because they said they 
did not know whether they were in favor of 
the bill or not. Those voting in the negative 
were Senators Wheeler, Sumner, Torrance, 
Bell, Higgins, Strattan, and Reavill. Those 
in the affirmative were Senators Chapman, 
Pierce, Funk, Berggren Crabtree, Wash- 
burn, Yost, Bacon 0 iil, and Burke. One 
or two of the members who are in the latter 
list declared, after the committee adjourned 
that the bill was dead ay, but they did 
not want to hurt its author’s feelings. Sen- 
ators Torrance, Wheeler, and Higgins, will at 
once prepare a minority report, and while it 
is now admitted on all sides that the bill can- 
not pass, much time. of the Appropriations 
Committee ‘and the Senate will be taken up 
in discussing it.

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 2.—[Special.]— 
After the usual routine in the Senate this 
morning Senator Bacon of Will, from the 
special committee to investigate the pay roll, 
reported that they had performed their duty, 
and submitted a list of seven policemen and 
four janitors to be retained.
